Helen was seven years 
old before she spoke her 
first word, Standing beside 
a well with her teacher 
Anne Sullivan,+she learned 


to say ‘‘water’’, 
Five letters of the al- 
phabet have seldom had 


more impact on the world: 
This word inspired mil- 
lions of blind, deaf or af- 
flicted people to overcome 
their handicaps. 

This well is still stand- 
ing at Ivy Green, along 
with much of the home’s 
Original furniture. So is 
“‘Whistle Path’’ where 
Helen walked from the 
house to the outdoor kitch- 
en, 

Ivy Green was built ir 
1820 by Miss Keller’s 
grandfather. It typifies 
simple Southern life of an- 
other era. Mimosa, sparl- 
ing oak, magnolia, lilac, 
jasmine and English ivy 
thrive around the clapboard 
cottage. 

Tuscumbia relives the 
remarkable feats of Helen 
Keller during the months

Dr. McLeod Warns Of 
Rabies Danger 


Dr. C, D, McLeod, Cof- 
fee County Health Officer, 
describes rabies as a 
disease caused by a virus 
found mainly in the brain, 
salivary glands, and saliva 
of dogs, cats, 
skunks, rabbits, bats, foxes 
and other animals. This vi- 
rus can be present for a 
short time or for a long 
period before signs of the 
disease appear. 

The virus is transmitted 
by saliva through an open 
wound such as a bite, It 
generally is present only 
in the saliva beginning with 
the two to three day period 
before the animal shows 
evidence of having the dis- 
ease. Thus, an animal that 
has attacked and bitten may 
outwardly appear normal, 
The picture usually associ- 
ated with rabid dogs in 
which there is drooling 
from the mouth, snarling, 
and unnatural stance of 
gait, does not appear until 
the disease is in its final 
stages. This is why it is 
important that an animal 
which has bitten someone 
be captured and confined 
for observation to de- 
termine if it actually has 
rabies, 

In humans the time be- 
tween being bitten by a 
rabid animal and the onset 
of symptoms is also 
variable, Symptoms can 
occur within ten days or 
as long as seven months, 
Once symptoms have 
appeared, however, the

Every effort should be 
made to locate the animal 
because if it is not rabid, 
there is no need for the 
anti-rabies treatment. A 
person who is bitten should 
try to give as complete a 
description as possible oj 
the animal andthe situation 
under which he was at- 
tacked to aid in location 
and capture.

SOCIAL SECURITY 


Starting with 1966, 
workers whose income in- 
cludes tips are beginning 
to build more social se- 
curity protection for them- 
selves and their families, 
according to Mr. Harry 
N. Scott, social security 
district manager in Dothan, 

The social security of- 
fice has a free booklet 
that explains how tips are 
to be reported for social 
security, and how the in- 
come can be credited for 
disability, survivors, 
or retirement insurance 
benefits under social se- 
curity. 

Both the social security 
office and the Internal 
Revenue Service, Mr. Scott 
said, have copies of a spe- 
cial record book that em- 
ployees with tip income 
can use to keep track of 
their tips. The book also 
includes the forms need- 
ed to report tips to em- 
ployers. 

Mr. Scott reminded em- 
ployers that they don’t have 
to match their employees’ 
tax on tips as they do the 
tax On wages. The quarter- 
ly tax return for employers 
has been revised to ac- 
count for tips separately.

Highway users paid al- 
most one-fourth of the total 
state taxes collected in Ala- 
bama last year, according 
to figures compiled by the 
U, S, Department of Com- 
merce and released today 
by the Alabama Petroleum 
Council, 

James J, Britton, Di- 
rector of the Council, said 
motorists paid out more 
than $87 million in motor 
fuel taxes, the biggest item 
in the highway user cate- 
gory. He pointed out that 
only sales taxes accounted 
for more state revenue than 
motor fuel taxes. 

Alabamians pay 7¢ state 
tax, 4¢ federal tax and 
varied amounts of city tax- 
es on each gallon of gas- 
oline purchased. 

Britton said highway 
user groups ‘‘will continue 
to advocate that all high- 
way user taxes be used to 
build and maintain high- 
ways and oppose further 
increases on motor fuels 
which already are too heav- 
ily taxed.”’ 

Other special taxes on 
vehicle owners include 
registration and driver’s 
license fees and motor car- 
rier taxes.

Zoysia Grass 
In Alabama 


Contacts Rust 


If your zoysia lawn has 
a red appearance in places, 
chances are it’s infected 
with ‘‘rust.’”’ 


This fungus disease is 
new to Alabama; although, 
it has been reported in 
Florida several years, 
says Dr. States M, 
McCarter, Extension Ser- 
vice pathologist and nema- 
tologist. 


The weather this year 
has been ideal for rust 
diseases in general, and is 
partly responsible for the 
prevalence of this lawn dis- 
ease, which has been re- 
ported throughout the state, 


“One symptom to look 
for is the presence of red, 
powdery spore masses on 
grass blades. These fungus 
spores are soabundant that 
they often cover lawn 
mowers and shoes of a 
person walking through the 
grass,’’ McCarter added, 


Rust On zoysia can be 
controlled by applying 
recommended rates of a 
fungicide such as maneb 
at five and seven-day in- 
tervals,
